Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: reasonable doubt of the enablement of the inventions 
of Claims 1-18 is clear because Applicant has not shown the presence of the transgene in the putatively transformed tissue and because the 
methods used allows for selection of resistant cells without the presence of the transgene. Further, no guidance has been provided for 
identifying or evaluating the broadly claimed genus of genes for tolerance to HPPD inhibitors and the prior art does not support Applicant's 
broad claim to this genus. Furthermore, the functionally linked HPPD encoding DNA in the amendment to Claim 1 raises new prior art issues 
by changing the scope.
